Teachers in the church school will find uses 
for this’ book in their work there; for ex- 
ample, when we wish to think about God's 
plan for an interdependent world, one way in 
which we can start the children's thinking 
about this is to have them look up such an 
item as "city," which makes plain how many 
kinds of work are needed for city life. 
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MISSION STUDY MATERIALS FOR CHILDREN 


During the year 1947-48 the mission study 
theme "World Evangelism" is put into chil- 
dren's language in the theme "The Bible Goes 
Around the World." We have an excellent 
opportunity to help our boys and girls to a 
new understanding of how the Bible is used 
in many countries and how its message is 
effective in the hearts and lives of people. 


Since this theme embraces both the home and 
foreign missions there is just one book for 
each age group: Story Book About the 
Bible for Primary; and Around the World With 
the Bible for Juniors. Because we as Baptist 
are particularly anxious to know the effec- 
tiveness of our missionary program, we pre- 
pare each year a leader's teaching guide of 
ten sessions with worship, activity and 
study material for each session. This year 
our Baptist pamphlet is One Gospel for All 
Boys and Girls. The study material has been 
written our own Baptist missionaries 
about children they have known and in many 
instances won for Christ. 


We have a new Baptist picture-story set 
which will also help to make real the vital 
place of the Bible in the lives of people, 
The Bible Travels Today. There will be ten 
pictures printed in three colors showing how 
the Bible has been carried into the world, 
preserved through the years and is wanted by 
many today. There is a story for each 
picture. The set will be ready at the time 
of the Convention in Atlantic City.

CHRISTIAN FAMILY LIFE EMPHASES 


CHRISTIAN Family Week terminated with a date 
on the calendar, namely, May llth, but its 


influence will continue to be felt in many 
homes for a long time to come. Children, 
young people, parents, churches, and com 


munities have experienced again the inspira- 
tion that comes when there is unanimity of 
purpose and spirit within the family. 


AS parents and children have lived, studied, 
played, prayed, worked, and worshipped to- 
gether in an atmosphere of purposeful family 
activity anew sense of oneness has been 
discovered. Bonds of love and understanding 
have been strengthened, and a new conscious- 
ness of belonging to each other and to God 
has emerged in many homes during Family 
Week. 


All who give leadership in Christian educa- 
tion should seek to make a continuing em- 
phasis on religion in the home, and to pro- 
mote programs which strengthen and unify fa- 
mily life.

c 4’ The Church School Enlargement 

Program has been serving the 
EL P churches of the denomination 
—~——/ for four years. During that 

period it has been the medium 
by which many churches have discovered large 
numbers of unchurched people, many of whom 
have since been brought into their rightful 
relationship to the Sunday school and church. 
The Program has been concerned with 
strengthening the effectiveness of the 
teaching program of the church, and has pro- 
vided opportunity for some 300 Baptist lead- 
ers to render significant service ina sis- 
ter church. In addition, it has served as 
the pattern for the present expression of 
the National Christian Teaching Mission, 
sponsored by the Federal Council of Churches 
and the International Council of Religious 
Education. 


Now we move into,what might well be called 
the next stage of the Enlargement Program. 
For four years our primary concern has been 
at the point of relatively large scale Pro- 
grams -=- the kind where several churches 
would participate simultaneously and where 
we might train a number of persons as Vis- 
iting Leaders. We have known all along that 
the ultimate expression of the Fnlargement 
Program would have to be for the single lo- 
cal church. Otherwise the majority of our 
Baptist churches would never be able to re- 
ceive the benefits of participation. 


Five Day Cece tis. 


With all of this in mind some experimenta- 
tion was carried on in Trenton, N.J; Sidney, 
Ohio; Las Vegas, Nevada; and especially in 
N. California where Ben Field has already 
demonstrated in a most admirable fashion the 
great possibilities of the week-end or five 
day Enlargement Program. Therefore, we are 
now ready to say definitely that the shorter 
pattern (Fri. thru Tues.) for a single church 
is practical and effective. 


Fall Conferences 


In order that all those who have served as 
Visiting Leaders may become familiar with 
the shorter pattern, and thus be in a posi- 
tion to help some sister church, we are 
planning a series of fall conferences across 
the territory of the denomination where we 
can bring together groups of men and women 
who have had the experience of leading a 
church in the Program, and introduce them to 
this new approach. 
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Dallas C.S.E.P. 


The Dallas Church School Enlargement Pro- 
gram (March 5-14) was something of a fine 
experience. There were twelve churches, 
mostly Christian (perhaps you would say 
Disciples, but down there it is definitely, 
"Christian"). No Southern Baptist Churches 
participated, although some of them have in- 
dicated an interest in undertaking an actual 
city wide Program in the fall of 1947 or the 
winter of 1948. 


Following the usual pattern, some 600 call- 
ers went out on a beautiful Sunday afternoon 
and discovered a little over 3,000 pros- 
pects. This number of callers was espec- 
ially good in view of the fact that just at 
the time of the Program there was such a 
heavy Flu epidemic in Dallas that 50 per- 
cent of the children were out of school. 


National Christian Teaching Mission 


The National Christian Teaching Mission, 
under the leadership of Dr. Harry Munro, is 
moving on a pace. A full schedule of 
Missions has been arranged for the coming of 
fall and winter. 


It is to be hoped that as many as possible 
of our area directors will have the oppor- 
tunity to be related to one of these Mis- 
sions. In each case it is important that we 
urge our Baptist churches in the areas where 
Missions are to be held to participate. It 
sometimes helps to point out that the 
N.C.T.M. is simply the interdenominational 
expression of our own Baptist Church School 
Enlargement Program. 


Please keep in mind the need to impress upon 
all churches the importance of having a 
Visiting Leader. So often the very church 
which does not see the wisdom of this is the 
one which needs such leadership most. We 
are anxious to render every possible help 
from our office in Philadelphia, and will 
gladly do so upon request.
